Cleveland’s Nomination— How the Stam-

Cuicaao, ILL. , July 11.—The Convention was called 
to order at 11 o'clock, and prayer was offered by 
Rev. Dr. Clinton Locke of Grace Church, Chi- 
cago. He prayed that the consultations of the body 
be for the furtherance of just and equal laws; for 
the preservation of liberty, for. the 
punishment of wrong-doers and

the challenge of Jay Hubbell and treating the cam- 
paign he had entered into as the skirmish line“ for 
the Presidential battle. 

Now that the election is over. we think that no 
criticism will be indulged in at our expense. 
The candidate who can carry the great 
State of New Yerk by the majorities 
which come rolling up for Cleveland as we Write, 
possesses the one requisite that is wanted to head 
the National ticket—that he is the man to win with. 
In the presence of this consideration all other 
claims dissappear, and unless some strange and un- 
expected contingency should prevent it, Mr. Cleve- 
land's name will be the strongest one that can be 
presented before the next National Democratic Con- 
vention.
